Senator David 1. Walsh of Massachusetts is a Democrat, 


but the fuel question is not political and the chances are that 
many in all parties will agree wiih him that it is time to apply 
some regulation or oversight to Ihe coal business for ihe pro- 
lection of the country against such a condition as now exist" 
and such troubles as have been previously experienced. 


In an address to the Senate the other day Mr. Walsh declarer 


that he'is not.in favor of government ownership of the coal 
mines'or any other business,; but that he would, favor govern- 
ment regulation of.the coal industry and would "even consider 
the question of nationalization of the mines if no other reme 
dy is found." 
' "There is not a member of the Senate," said Senator Walsh, 


"who wants the government to put its hands in any way upon 


*' properly conducted private business. 
But when it comes to 


the 'consideration of an industry which deals with the very 
'essentials of life, then there are men in this country, and in- 
deed in this chamber, who propose to lay general principle- 
aside, lo stop, listen, inquire and investigale." 


The Senator said tha.1 the mere temporary rnisadjustmenl 


of an, industry would not warrant the government in stepping 
ih but that whe nsuch misadjuslment is long continued, as he 
claimed it had been in the coal industry, he thought it the duty 
of the governinennb lak'e ste"ps to bring about a management 
wbicli would be in Ihe interests of the people. 
He said the 


troubles in the coal industry have gone on until manufacturing 
associations in his state had pelitioned him to favor its na- 
tionalization. 
' ' , 0 1 


There can be no doubt that many share the views of Senator 


.Walsh on this question. . It is safe to say that the great majority 
of the thinking people of the country are" stoutly opposed to 
government ownership and active management of business. 
That this paper is emphatically against it its readers are aware, 
but when a condition like the present arises it becomes neces- 
sary to look hard facts in the face and ascertain whether the 
government has the power to protect the people, or whether it 
must sit willi folded hands and permit them to be frozen or 
starved'to further the interests of-any class of capitalists or 
workers.- The Seiiator-made.it plain that he would justify 
government interference'only in the case of industries essen- 
tial.to life, and then only to an extent that would rectify the 
trouble and prevent its recurrence. He declared.that he haled 
the .thought of nationalization of the coal industry, but that 
he was not afraid of an investigation (o determine what should 
be done. This-is provided for by the Borah bill calling for a 
federal commission to look into the coal situation and see it 
anything can be done to render the industry safe and sane in 
the future.

There is reason to believe that when the government places 


its hand (o this task it will be able to establish regulations and 
restrictions which -,yili.protect the people against such condi- 
tions as now prevail—and not for the first time—and to do (his 
without resort to nationalization of the coal industry, winch 
very few desire. Most people do not want Ihe-gbveniment to 
lake charge of industries of any kind; what they want is thai 
the government shall see to it that they are not crippled or 
crushed by industries of any kind, and Ihis much they have a 
right to demand. 
It will be a woeful mistake if this great and 


desirous coal strike, does not result in action of some kind 
'.which will prevent..! repetition of the bitter experience through 
which Ihe country is passing.
